SODALITY   OF 


Under  the  leadership  of  Basil  Qalian,  William 
Abdulahad,  Majid  Shamami,  Nabil  Hikari,  Sabah 
Jadun,  Samir  Lawrence  and  Wilson  Ishaq,  the  Soda- 
lity dedicated  the  year  to  St.  Ignatius  of  Loyola, 
Founder  of  the  Jesuit  Order.  Wilson  Ishaq  opened 
the  year  on  July  31,  the  saint's  feast  day,  with  a 
talk  urging  the  Sodalists  to  make  this  four  hund- 
redth anniversary  of  Ignatius'  death  memorable  by 
practising  what  he  taught,  and  what  we  had  learned 
in  the  retreat  directed  by  Fr.  Ryan  in  June. 

Regular  weekly  meetings  were  continued  during 
the  summer,  as  were  catechism  classes  for  children 
living  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  college.  In  addi- 
tion, a  group  of  Sodalists  inaugurated  and  taught 
daily  catechism  classes  for  the  children  of  Karrada 
under  the  supervision  of  Fr.  LaBran  and  Fr. 
Donahue. 

During  the  school  year  the  Catechetical  Com- 
mittee resumed  its  work  in  Sulaikh  with  Fr.  Cardoni; 
Fr.  Smith's  Apostolic  Committee  managed  the  an- 
nual Christmas  Collection  of  food,  clothing  and  mo- 
ney for  the  poor,  and  also  from  a  stamp  drive  raised 
money  for  scholarships.  For  the  church  Unity  Oc- 
tave Fr.  O'Connor  had  the  Marian  Committee 
secure  and  distribute  hundreds  of  cards  and  pam- 
phlets published  by  The  Franciscan  Friars  of  The 
Atonement,  and  arrange  for  priests  of  the  various 
rites  to  celebrate  the  students'  Masses.  The  Marian 
Committee  is  now  preparing  the  program  for  World 
Sodality  Day  in  May.  An  experiment,  reading  at  the 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  was  undertaken  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  second  semester  by  a  group  of  Sodalists 
led  by  Fr.  Carty.  This  may  be  the  first  step  in  a  per- 
manent program  of  personal  aid  to  the  physically 
handicapped  in  Baghdad.  The  Novena  of  Grace  for 
the  students,  sponsored  by  the  Sodality,  was  offered 
as  part  of  our  prayerful  remembrance  of  the 
coronation  of  the  Holy  Father,  Pius  XII.

Life-size  statues  of  Our  Lady  and  The  Sacred 
Heart,  and  a  stained  glass  window  depicting  St. 
Joseph  were  installed  in  the  Sodality  Chapel  during 
October.  All  the  members  of  Fr.  MacWade's  Eu- 
charistic  Committee  learned  to  serve  Mass  and 
Benediction.  Care  of  the  chapel  was  entrusted  to 
this  Committee. 

Plans  for  a  Christmas  Pilgrimage  to  Bethlehem 
had  to  be  cancelled  at  the  last  moment,  but  the 
Sodalists  led  a  pilgrimage  to  the  cribs  in  the  chur- 
ches of  Baghdad  during  the  holidays  for  the  inten- 
tions of  the  benefactors  of  the  college  and  of  the 
Sodality.  In  our  daily  Mass  and  daily  rosary  these 
intentions  were  also  remembered. 

Without  doubt,  the  most  important  day  of  this 
Ignatian  year  for  the  Sodalists  of  Baghdad  College 
was  December  15,  the  day  of  the  reception  of  the 
students  into  the  Sodality.  The  Act  of  Consecration 
to  Mary  is  a  complete  offering  of  one's  self  to  God 
through  Mary  and  so  it  is  a  serious  and  formal  dedi- 
cation of  one's  whole  life  to  work  for  the  love  of 
God  in  every  phase  of  living.  The  candidates  ente- 
ring the  Sodality,  among  them  Sabah  Jadun,  made 
this  Act  of  Consecration.  Sabah's  life  had  always 
been  exemplary,  yet  the  formal  dedication  of  it  to 
God  brought  such  joy  to  him  that  he  wrote  of  it  as, 
"the  greatest  day  of  my  life".  One  month  later,  it 
became  clear  that  God  was  asking  for  sacrifice  in 
addition  to  dedication.  Sabah  realized  that  the  sacri- 
fice of  his  life  was  asked  for,  and  he  joyously  made 
the  offering  of  his  life  to  God  for  his  fellow  Sodalists. 
In  this  he  gave  us  a  most  forceful  example  of  fra- 
ternal love,  and  continues  to  inspire  us  with  his  love 
for  God.  May  we  all  remember  the  completeness  of 
his  dedication,  and  following  his  example  learn  to  be 
consumed  with  love  of  God  and  our  fellow  men, 
which  is  the  whole  aim  of  the  Sodality  of  Our  Lady.

When  Christmas,  the  season  of  giving,  came 
round,  the  boys  of  Baghdad  College  were  as  generous 
as  ever.  Perhaps  the  total  amount  of  money  collected 
weekly  from  Christmas  to  Christmas  did  not  equal 
the  amount  distributed  to  the  poor  last  year.  Howe- 
ver, that  was  not  because  the  boys  were  lacking  in 
generosity,  but  rather,  because  the  annual  play  did 
not  take  place  before  the  winter  holidays.  From  the 
proceeds  of  last  year's  production,  the  boys  were 
able  to  give  about  I.  D.  200  to  the  poor. 

Every  Saturday  the  boys  assigned  to  take  up  the 
collection  in  each  class  were  kept  quite  busy;  for  up 
until  Christmas  they  had  brought  in  the  sum  of  120 


dinars,  which  meant  the  weekly  average  for  the 
school  was  approximately  I.  D.  17.000.  In  the  grand 
drive  for  the  poor,  the  boys  really  manifested  their 
generosity  ;  for  they  gathered  together  over  1000 
pieces  of  clothing,  over  25  dinars  in  the  jar  which 
was  placed  outside  the  Mudir's  office,  and  three  sheep. 
Like  the  sum  for  the  poor,  the  grand  total  for  the 
Missions  was  less  than  last  year ;  the  difference  coming 
about  because  Fr.  Gerry's  bookstore  had  no  Christmas 
cards  to  sell.  Still,  the  Christian  boys  were  able  to 
send  the  missions  at  Christmas  time  the  sum  of  I.  D. 
130.000.  That  meant  from  September  on  they  were 
averaging  five  dinars  for  the  school  every  Tuesday.

One  of  the  most  popular  societies  on  the  cam- 
pus, the  Scientific  Society  numbered  approximately 
forty  students  who  maintained  an  average  of  above 
seventy- five  in  the  sciences.

In  my  early  teens  my  friends  and  I  used  to  meet 
early  on  summer  mornings  along  the  banks  of  the 
Tigris  where  the  morning  breeze  was  coolest.  Some- 
times we  fished  with  string  and  a  hook  made  of  a  bent 
pin,  or  hunted  birds  with  slingshots  which  we  made 
ourselves.  These  were  our  vacation  pastimes. 

One  day  towards  the  end  of  the  vacation,  when 
the  big  birds  of  prey  come  to  Iraq  from  the  north, 
we  went  out  to  the  river  bank  to  fish.  Two  of  these 
birds,  after  hovering  overhead  for  a  long  time,  sud- 
denly dropped  to  the  ground  like  plummets.  We 
knew  that  they  had  been  waiting  for  a  chance  to  catch 
their  prey,  a  little  bird  who  was  likewise  looking  for 
something  to  fill  its  stomach.  One  of  the  hawks  drop- 
ped faster  than  the  other,  caught  the  little  bird  in  its 
claws  and  flew  away.  The  other  hawk  followed  closely 
to  take  the  little  victim  from  its  rival.  They  began  to 
fight  in  the  air,  and  we  were  watching  without  even 
blinking  our  eyes  as  if  we  were  hypnotized  by  that 
scene.  In  the  midst  of  the  fight  a  big  feather  was 
plucked  from  one  of  the  birds.  Four  pairs  of  eyes 
swerved  from  the  battle  to  watch  the  feather  glide 
slowly  towards  us.  As  the  feather  touched  the  ground 
an  idea  lit  in  my  mind.  An  idea  that  would  seem  silly 
to  a  grown  boy  and  yet  was  great  to  us  at  that  age. 
The  idea  was  to  collect  feathers  and  put  them  to- 
gether so  that  we  could  fly  with  them.  I  had  read  a 
story  about  a  man  and  his  son  escaping  from  prison 
with  wings  which  they  had  made  secretly.  Of  course 
such  a  story  would  affect  the  imagination  of  boys  of 
our  age. 

I  started  telling  my  friends  the  story  to  convince 
them  that  the  idea  was  possible  and  that  it  would 
make  us  famous  in  our  city  and  perhaps  in  other 
places.

My  flying  carpet,  my  books,  took  me  away  from 
my  monotonous  daily  routine  to  a  new  world,  to  a 
warmer  more  penetrating  understanding,  to  deeper 
and  more  durable  love  and  generosity.  There  I  found, 
and  will  always  be  able  to  find  the  examples  and 
lessons  I  need  to  make  my  life  the  life  which  God  has 
planned  for  me.  A  magic  carpet  impossible  ?  A  flying 
rug  impracticable?  Even  modern  men  of  science  have 
their  limitations.
